Family Pays Homage to 
Militiaman

Spotswood, NJ - It’s been 
a long time since anyone has heard 
the name Lewis Jolley. 

After all, the Middlesex 
County-born Revolutionary War 
veteran has been dead for nearly 
two centuries. His unmarked 
headstone in the borough’s St. 
Peter’s Episcopal churchyard has 
nearly sunken beneath the earth, 
and as a prisoner of war his 
exploits were not remarkable 
enough to make the pages of an 
American history book. 

But last week retired 
sheriffs officer Paul Washeleski, 
66, of Gardensville, Nevada — 
who discovered just a year ago 
that Jolley was his great-great- 
great-great-great grandfather — 
ensured that the Middlesex County 
Militia member would never be 
forgotten. 

With his brother, two 
cousins and 93-year old uncle, 
Paul Jolley, Washeleski conducted 
an afternoon memorial service at 
his ancestor’s burial ground. 

“I researched my family 
history for nearly 20 years,” 
Washeleski said. “My Uncle Paul 
gave me a double-barrel shotgun 
that belonged to my uncle Henrick 
C. Jolley, and he said to me, 


‘Grandpa would have wanted you 
to have this. Uncle Henrick [who 
lived during the 19 th century] was 
the only member of my family to 
move to the Dakotas, and that was 
his shotgun. But my whole family 
didn’t believe that Uncle Henry 
even existed....I was on a 
mission.” 

Washeleski called the N.J. 
State Archives, requesting copies 
of marriage, birth and death 
certificates, as well as property 
deeds and court records bearing 
the name Henrick Jolley. Not only 
did he find that his Uncle Henrick 
did indeed exist, Washeleski found 
that his Middlesex County roots 
dated back as early as 1675. As he 
dug deeper he discovered that he 
had a relative named Lewis Jolley 
who was born in South Amboy in 
1755 and died on April 23, 1834, 
at the Old Soldiers Home in 
Middlesex County. 

The fact that Lewis Jolley 
died in the Old Soldiers Home 
“led me to believe that I had 
ancestry in the American 
Revolution,” Washeleski said. 
After obtaining more official 
copies of documents and court 
records, Washeleski found out he 
was right. 

The documents state that 
“Lewis Jolley appeared in 
Middlesex County Superior Court 


on July 13, 1833, giving a full 
description of his duties during the 
Revolutionary War in his 
declaration to obtain the benefit of 
a pension under the Act of 
Congress passed on June 7, 1832.” 

Lewis Jolley enlisted at the 
age of 20 as a volunteer private in 
the Middlesex County Militia in 
1775, and was captured by the 
British and put in the New York 
City’s Sugar House Prison in 
1781. 

“The Sugar House Prison 
was a hell hole. Most of the 
prisoners never returned home and 
died from wounds and illnesses,” 
Washeleski said. “One can only 
guess about the events that took 
place enabling Lewis Jolley to 
gain freedom from the Sugar 
House Prison. Perhaps there was a 
daring escape, or perhaps the 
British gave him his freedom after 
the war.” 

Although he knew about 
Jolley’s military service, there was 
one more piece missing from the 
puzzle. Washeleski didn’t know 
where his predecessor was buried. 
He spent months calling every 
cemetery in Middlesex County. 
Last June, the plot was discovered. 

Though the writing on the 
headstone is illegible, the grave at 
St. Peter’s is that of Lewis Jolley, 
the parish confirmed. Buried 







alongside Jolley are his son and 
daughter-in-law, and their 
children. 

Since uncovering his 
patriotic roots Washeleski has 
joined the National Society of the 
Sons of the American Revolution, 
strictly for Revolutionary War 
descendants and dedicated to 
carrying out patriotic, historical 
and educational programs to 
perpetuate the memory of the 
American Revolution and its 
patriots. He is now president of 
the group’s Northern California 
chapter. 

Ed.: The tradition of 

volunteer New Jersey militiamen 
dates to the general laws of 1683 
enacted when Jersey was a 
proprietary colony. The militia act 
of the day required all males from 
sixteen to sixty to possess arms 
and to drill two days a year. 
(Imagine requiring people to 
possess their individually owned 
“assault weapons”! We can see 
and hear the “girly men” in the 
State House today cringing and 
howling!) The second provincial 
congress of 1775 required all able- 
bodied men between sixteen and 
fifty to enlist in the militia or pay a 
fine of four shillings per month. 
('Colonial New Jersey, by John E. 
Pomfret) 

The Militia Act passed by 
Congress May 8, 1792 required 
that all able-bodied white males 
between the ages of sixteen and 
forty-five be enrolled in their 
respective state militias, and that 
each militiaman furnish his own 
musket, bayonet and cartridge belt. 
Today U.S. and N.J. law state that 
the militia consists of all able- 
bodied males at least seventeen 
and under 45 years of age. Of 
course neither the US nor NJ trusts 
the militia to bear their own arms. 

Lewis Jolley was listed as 


a private in “A Return of Captain 
Throckmorton’s Company at 
Spotswood, 1793” ( Compiled 
Records of the Middlesex County, 
New Jersey Militia 1791-1795, by 
Russell K. Dutcher, III)

The Electoral College vs. Mob 
Rule

If Sen. John Kerry 
receives more popular votes than 
Pres. George W. Bush and if 
Bush receives more electoral 
votes than Kerry no doubt we will 
be bombarded with calls to 
abolish the electoral college. 
After all, the pundits will argue, it 
would be “undemocratic” to deny 
the presidency to the man who 
received the most votes. 

This argument is hostile 
to the Constitution, however, 
which expressly established the 
United States as a constitutionally 
limited republic and not a direct 
democracy. The Founding 
Fathers sought to protect certain 
fundamental freedoms, such as 
freedom of speech, against the 
changing whims of popular 
opinion. Similarly, they created 
the electoral college to guard 
against majority tyranny in 
federal elections. The president is 
to be elected by the 50 states 
rather than the American people 
directly, to ensure that the less 
populated states have a voice in 
national elections. This is why 
they blended electoral college 
votes between U.S. House seats, 
which are based on population, 


and U.S. Senate seats, which are 
accorded equally to each state. 
The goal was to balance the 
inherent tension between majority 
will and majority tyranny. Those 
who wish to abolish the electoral 
college because it’s not purely 
democratic should also argue that 
less populated states like Rhode 
Island or Wyoming don’t deserve 
two senators. 

A presidential campaign 
in a purely democratic system 
would look very strange indeed, 
as any rational candidate would 
focus only on a few big 
population centers. A candidate 
receiving a large percentage of 
the popular vote in California, 
Texas, Florida, and New York, 
for example, could win the 
presidency with very little support 
in dozens of other states. 
Moreover, a popular vote system 
would only intensify political 
pandering, as national candidates 
would face even greater pressure 
than today to take empty, middle- 
of-the-road, poll-tested, 

mainstream positions. Direct 
democracy in national politics 
would further dilute regional 
differences of opinion on issues, 
further narrow voter choices, and 
further emasculate political 
courage. 

Those who call for the 
abolition of the electoral college 
are hostile to liberty. Not 
surprisingly, most advocates of 
abolition are statist elites 
concentrated largely on the east 
and west coasts. These political, 
economic, academic, media, and 
legal elites overwhelmingly favor 
a strong centralized federal 
government, and express 
contempt for the federalist 
concept of states’ rights. They 
believe in omnipotent federal 
power, with states acting as mere

glorified federal counties carrying 
out commands from Washington. 

The electoral college 
checks the imperial aims of these 
elites because it allows the 
individual states to elect the 
president, and in many states the 
majority of voters still believe in 
limited government and the 
Constitution. 

Voters in southern, 
midwestern, and western states — 
derided as “flyover” country — 
tend to value family, religion, 
individual liberty, property rights, 
and gun rights. Washington elites 
abhor these values, and they hate 
the idea that middle and rural 
America hold any political power 
whatsoever. Their efforts to 
discredit the electoral college 
system are an open attack on the 
voting power of the pro-liberty 
states. 

Sadly, we have forgotten 
that states created the federal 
government, not the other way 
round. The electoral college 
system represents an attempt, 
however effective, to limit federal 
power and preserve states’ rights. 
It is an essential part of our 
federalist balance. It also 
represents a reminder that pure 
democracy, mob rule, is 
incompatible with liberty. 

Resisting the Politics of Fear

This may be the only time 
in our history when we are not 
only warned that we should be 
afraid, but told exactly how afraid 
we should be (red, orange or 
yellow alerts), and yet, regardless 
of how afraid we should be, we 
are given no advice about what to 
do, except perhaps to be wary of 
strangers, and stock up on duct 
tape and bottled water. 

Terrorism is, of course, an 
authentic threat. But the ceaseless 
use of the rhetoric of terror,

It brings about a kind of 
national psychological regression, 
reducing our minds to primitive 
oversimplified ways of thinking, 
what conservative columnist 
Charley Reese called the "comic 
book world of American heroes 
and foreign evil doers" 

The leaders themselves 
become, in the end, convinced of 
their own threatening projections 
Their judgment then becomes 
impaired, and they fail to address 
genuine dangers while inflating, 
as in the case of Iraq, threats to 
our national security that do not 
actually exist. As this regression 
affects those in the political chain 
of command, it may be shocking 
but should not be surprising that 
atrocities like those at the Abu 
Ghraib prison would be 
committed, even in some 
instances, by women. 

The misuse of fear to 
control our minds should become 
a central focus of our national 
consciousness, and students at 
every level of our educational 
system need to be taught to 
recognize the signs of this 
corrosive stratagem. Only in this 


way, I believe, will we be able to 
preserve our national values and 
integrity, and make the intelligent 
choices upon which genuine 
security and fulfillment depend.

No Gun Control in Israel Why 
Do Jews Want It for U.S.?

In an interview with Guns 
& Ammo in April 1996 Aaron 
Zelman, the Founder and 
Executive Director of Jews for the 
Preservation of Firearms 
Ownership, explained why he 
started a Jewish pro-gun/pro- 
Second Amendment organization:

Zelman responds, "No one 
should back gun control. But some

Jews’ victim mind set dates from 
135 Common Era (CE), when 
Rome smashed a Jewish Army 
seeking to regain Israel’s freedom. 
Until Israel’s re-birth in 1948, 
Jews were persecuted so often that 
many accepted this as normal. 
Such Jews forgot our law requires 
self-defense. The victim mind set 
violates Jewish Law. 

"Jews who back ‘gun 
control’ do not know that the 
Talmud — Judaism’s Law Code — 
mandates self-defense. In 
Tractates B'rachos (Blessings), pp. 
58a and 62b, and Sanhedrin (Law 
Courts), p. 72a, it is written: ‘And 
the Torah says, if someone comes 
to kill you, arise quickly and kill 




him.’ (The Torah is the Five 
Books of Moses from the Bible). 
This repetition in separate contexts 
shows that self-defense is every 
Jew’s personal duty." 

All Americans are familiar 
with the Jewish names that support 
gun control, a term which masks 
the real intent of Second 
Amendment foes: the total 
abolition of all citizen ownership 
of any and all firearms. "High 
profile" gun abolitionist Senator 
Dianne Feinstein admitted as 
much on CBS’ 60 Minutes a few 
years back. Of course CBS doesn’t 
disclose the hypocrisy of Feinstein 
who carries a handgun, or the 
hypocrisy of Senator Chuck 
Schumer who has an armed 
bodyguard. 

Recently Islamic 

extremists perpetrated a 
horrendous school massacre in 
Russia. The final horrific toll: 359 
killed, including 156 children. 

Writing for National 
Review Online, Dave Kopel, a 
lawyer/joumalist and long-time 
pro-gun supporter and Research 
Director for the Independence 
Institute, wrote: "We do know that 
[the massacre] could have been 
prevented." 

In his article, "Follow the 
Leader - Israel and Thailand set an 
example by arming teachers," 
Kopel states, "Muslim extremists 
in Thailand’s southern provinces 
have been carrying out a terrorist 
campaign, seeking to create an 
Islamic state independent of 
Thailand, whose population is 
predominantly Buddhist. Most 
teachers are Buddhists, and they 
have been a key target of the 
terrorists. 

“As reported by the 
Associated Press on April 27, 
2004, ‘Interior Minister Bhokin 
Bhalakula ordered provincial 
governors to give teachers licenses 
to buy guns if they want to even 


though it would mean bringing 
firearms into the classrooms.’" 

Kopel asks: "Will 

Thailand’s new strategy work? It 
did in Israel, as David Schiller 
detailed in an interview with Jews 
for the Preservation of Firearms 
Ownership.” 

Schiller recalls the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
attacks on Israeli schools. On May 
15, 1974, three PLO gunmen 
entered the school compound of 
Maalot. First they murdered the 
housekeeper, his wife and one of 
their kids, then they took nearly 
100 kids and their teachers 
hostage. During the rescue attempt 
the gunmen blew their explosive 
charges and 25 people died, 
another 66 were wounded. 

Israel at the time had some 
strict gun laws, left over from the 
days of British colonialism, when 
the British rulers tried to prevent 
the Jews from owning guns. 

After vigorous debate, the 
government began allowing army 
reservists to keep their weapons 
with them. All over Israel, guns 
became pervasive in the schools: 
Teachers and kindergarten nurses 
now started to carry guns, schools 
were protected by parents (and 
often grandpas) guarding them in 
voluntary shifts. No school group 
went on a hike or trip without 
armed guards. The police 
involved the citizens in a voluntary 
civil guard project ‘Mishmar 
Esrachi,’ which even had its own 
sniper teams. The Army’s Youth 
Group program, ‘Gadna’, trained 
15 to 16-year-old kids in gun 
safety and guard procedures and 
the older high-school boys got 
involved with the Mishmar 
Esrachi. 

After a while, ‘When the 
message got around to the PLO 
groups and a couple infiltration 
attempts failed, the attacks against 
schools ceased.’" 


Countries like Israel and 
Thailand put the U.S. to shame. 
While our corrupt politicians 
proclaim, "no child will be left 
behind," it is becoming more and 
more apparent that the last thing 
they care about is our children and 
their future. 

Israel and Thailand have 
adopted a policy of heavily gun¬ 
laden zones, while limp-wristed, 
candy-assed American sissy 
"girlymen" politicians participate 
in backroom trickery to violate our 
rights and freedoms precluding US 
from engaging in crime 
prevention.

New AG Worse than Ashcroft? 

(New York, November 
10, 2004)—Alberto Gonzales is a 
poor choice for the top U.S. law 
enforcement post, Human Rights 
Watch said today. President 
George W. Bush today nominated 
Gonzales to replace John Ashcroft 
as attorney general. 

As White House counsel, 
Gonzales was the architect of the 
Bush administration’s policy of 
placing detainees captured in the 
fight against terrorism beyond the 
protection of any law. That policy 
opened the door to brutality 
against detainees in Iraq, 
Afghanistan, and Guantanamo 
Bay and unfair legal proceedings 
against them. 

“The Attorney General 
should enforce the law,” said 
Jamie Fellner, director of the U.S. 
Program of Human Rights Watch. 
“Gonzales has helped the 
president circumvent it. His 
record suggests that he would be 
more likely to defer to the 
President than to uphold basic 
rights.” 

As White House counsel, 
Gonzales: 


* Drafted the order which 
would have allowed suspected 
terrorists to be secretly charged, 
tried, and even executed without 
the most basic due process 
protections. This week a federal 
court halted military commissions 
because they violate the Geneva 
Conventions and fair-trial 
standards. 

* Provided the legal basis 

for President Bush’s decision 
claiming that, as the president, he 
has the constitutional authority to 
deny protections of the Geneva 
Conventions to persons picked up 
during the war in Afghanistan. 
Gonzales argued that the Geneva 
Conventions protections— 

including its “strict limitations on 
questioning enemy prisoners”— 
were rendered “obsolete” and 
“quaint” by the war on terror. 
Gonzales ignored the warnings of 
senior military officers that his 
position on the Geneva 
Conventions would undermine 
respect for law in the U.S. 
military. 

* Solicited the August 
2002 torture memo from the 
Justice Department, which 
contended that the President has 
“commander-in-chief authority” 
to order torture and proposed 
potential legal defense for U.S. 
officials accused of torture. 

Human Rights Watch 
urged the U.S. Senate to ask for 
all the memoranda and other 
documents drafted or approved by 
the Office of the White House 
Counsel regarding the 
interrogation and treatment of 
detainees in the fight against 
terrorism and legal proceedings 
against them. The White House 


has thus far refused to release a 
complete set of documents 
reflecting the development of its 
policies regarding terrorism 
suspects, including documents 
signed by Gonzales. 

Ed.: "Lawmen" of 

Gonzales' mindset wouldn’t 
hesitate to label militiamen 
"enemy combatants" and treat 
them like terrorists.
